The Lake Fund Ordinance has become a 
law. 

The Fund Committee, consisting of Rev. 
Samuel J. Niccolis, Mr. Henry C. Haarstick 
and Dr. Thomas O’Rellly, has received mu- 
nicipal permission to makea lake in Forest 
Park one-half mile or more in length. 

The lake is to be made by the labor of St. 
Louis workmen, who, but for this work, 
would de out of employment and in need of 


the necessaries of ite.

passed by the City Council last Tuesday 
night, was passed by the House last night. 

It Was signed by the Speaker of the House 
of Delegates and the President of the Coun- 
cll, and this morning went tothe Mayor for 
his approval and signature. 

Mayor Walbridge has signed the ordinance, 
and it is now operative. 

The Lake Fund ordinance stands unique in 
municipal history. Asa legislative work it 
will mark forever the official beginning of 
the great relief movement of 1893-94, dy 
which work, food, clothing and shelter were 
made possible to St. Louis laboring men who 
otherwise would have been compelled to beg 
for bread on the streets of St. Louis. 

Under its authority a beautiful lake will be 
made in Forest Park, and for all time to 
come this lake will tell the story of how, aur- 
ing the weary winter of 1893-94, honest men 
who asked for work and refused to become 
beggars for alms were given the work for 
which they asked. 

In the statute book ofthecity of St. Louis 
tne Lake Fund ordinance will shine for all 
time to come as the best piece of legislation 
ever accomplished in this city. 

What was; wanted was a means of relief 
forthe unemployed workmen of st. Louis, 
and this will be given by the operation of 
the Lake Fund plan. 

The Fund will bring such relief tothe un- 
employed men of st. Louis without taking a 
dollar from the Treasury of the City of st. 
Louls. 

It win go more than this. It will give to 
the City of St. Louis a beautiful lake in Forest 
Park free of cost. 

Every dollar subscribed to the Lake Em- 
ployment Fund will add to the extent of this 
lake and pay wages to a workman whose 
thankful labor is helping to make this lake. 

Every man, woman and child who sub- 
scribes to the fund will havea delightful 
proprietary interestin the Forest Park lake 
which is to be made by the practical 
operation of the fund. They will be 
enabled to go out to Forest Park and 
see there, at last, what that beautiful 
resort has always lacked, a large body of 
waterfor public recreation. And as they 
enjoy this great added attraction to St. 
Louls’ beautiful park, they will know that 
every foot of it was dug by men who would 
otherwise have been forced to beg for bread 
owing to lack of work, and that they helped

AN ALIEN LAW ARREST. 


Joseph Tomechsk’s Cass Laid Over by 
Judge Thayer To- Day. 

The case of Joseph Tomachek, charged with 
the violation of the alien labor contract law, 
was laid over by Judge Thayer in the United 
States District Court to-day until the third 
Monday in March. The Judge said that 
the return of Tomacek to Austria 
was invoived and the defendant should 
have time to answer the charges. 


Tomacek is accused of violating @h She imm. 
grantact, in that he was assisted to this 
country, that he is nowa pauper K. is an 

ex-convict, having served time for cutting a 
man in Austria. Heis also alleged to be a 
deserter from the Austrian army. 

Frank Salman caused the arrest.Salman had 
been married in Austria, he said, and came 
tothiscity in June, 1893. He sent for his 
wife and child and ‘alleges that Tomachek, 
who be claims was then a deserter of the 
Austrian Army and an ex-convict, came 
over asthe guest of his wife. Arriving here 
Tomachek lived withthe Salmans, but af- 
tera while, itis said, Mrs. Salman took her 
4-year-old child and went to live with Toma- 
chek at 1616 South Twelfth 2 Salman, 
after trying in vain to induce Tomachek to 
alter his mode of living, made affidavit 
which caused the arrest of the alleged de- 
Gespoller of his home.

The champion said he had re- 
ceived ovations all along the line. As to his 
future prospects he felt very enthusiastic.

PITTSBURG, Pa., Jan 
ing miners along th 
are rioting in the 
Pa., and serious 
ended.

Between 300 and 4% foreigners, mostly 
Hungarians, assembled near Woodville about 
daybreak, and armed with revolvers, clubs 
and stones, marched ®nthe mines now in 
operation. 

Armstrong's works were first visited and 
the miners compelled tofiee for their lives. 
The rioters next wentto Steen’s and the 
Woodville mines wherethe men were also 


driven out. At 10 o’clock they marched on the 
works of the Pittsburg Fuel Co. at Tom's 
Run. After forcing the men to leave, the 
rioters destroyed the tipple and derailed a 
number of cars. 

They are now said to be marching on the 
Block Coal company’s works. It is said a 
number of persons were injured, but as far 
as could be learned no one was killed. 


A dispatch from Federal, Pa., says the riot- 
ous Huns reached there about 11 o’clock and 
attacked the mines of the Ohartiers 
Block Coal Co. The working miners 
were assaulted with stones and clubs 
and several were seriously injured. The 
check weighman, whose name was not 
learned, was badly Deaten and had to run 
for his life. after compelling the men to 
leave the mines the mob wrecked cars and 
damaged the tipple. 

Word was received atthe Sheriff’s office 
in this city shortly after noon requesting ad- 
ditional deputies, and a large posse was 
dispatched onthe rst train. Owing to the 
poor facilities for communication, news from 
the scene of the trouble is meager. 

At 1:45 Sherif Richards was asked for depu- 
ties at Bridgeville, a short aistance from 
Marshville. A mob of to 800 men are re- 
ported as stopping werk at all the mines and 
terrorizing everybody. The Sheriff is arm- 
ing deputies as rapidly as possible and will 
send seventy-five or 100 gut at once. 


NICTHEROY'S MEN. 


Lieut. Conway Refuteg a Etatement Made 
by Some of the Crew. 


New YorK, Jan. 7.—Lleut. J. J. Conway, 
who was third watch officer aboard the 
Nictheroy, gunners George Lewis and Robert 
Bennett, together with ten of the crew of the 
Nictheroy, were among the passengers of the 
North German Lloyds steamship Ems, which 


arrived here to-day. 

In regard to the statement by the members 
of the 1 meres O preceded him on 
the Nau or t Lie Conway had made 
special terms — the steamship people, and 
appropriated a portion of the money which 
was intended for them, Lieut. Conway 
said: ‘*That is an absolutely false state- 
ment and can 80 be proven.

Conway said: ‘‘These men 
received better treatment than their actions 
justined. From the time they left with the 
ship uptothe present time, they have been 
a drunken and mutinous crowd,’ 

When asked wry he left the Nictheroy ser- 
vice, Conway answered that he could not 
make satisfactory financial arrangements 
with the Brazilian Government for continu- 
ing in the service. 

Mr. Conway also hinted at unwillingness 
to subscribe to certain other rules and 
articles of war.

FORFEITED ITS 


CHARTER. 


Wood-Maud Milling Ce. Runs Afeul of 
i the State Anti-Trust Law. 


JEFFERSON City, Mo., Jan. 26.—Secretary 
of State Lesueur to-day received from Circuit 
Clerk Zepp a copy of the decree of the Circuit 
Court annulling the charter of the Wood- 
Maude Milling Co., one of the oldest of the 
St. Louls corporations, being granted a cer- 
tificate of incorporation in November, 1876. 
This is the first paper of this nature to be 
fled in the Secretary of State’s office. 

The Legislature enacted a law in 1991 re. 
quiring each and every corporation to an- 
nually file with the Secretary of State an 
aMdavit setting forth the fact that the cor- 
poration was not in a pool, trust or combine 
to control prices, etc., which requirement 
was ignored by this company. The act 
referred to makes it the duty of the Secretary 
of State to certify such delinquency to the 
Circuit Attorney of St. Louis, whose duty it 
becomes to bring sult against the 
company to compel a compliance with 
the law. In case the company con- 
tinues in default the court must 
declare the charter forfeited and all corpo- 
rate rights and franchises void. 

In 1892, the Wood-Maude Milling Co. 
fatied, either through neglect or intent, to 

make the required aMidavit, and as a result 
must pay the penalty. The court orders the 
President and Board of Directors as trustees 
to settle the affairs of the corporation, pay 
the costs of the suit and also pay a fee of $100 
tothe Circuit Attorney. The Wood-Maude 
Milling Co. is no longer a corporation, 
and must continue business as a partnership 
or re-incorporate. 

This company was called upon again in 1993 
and promptly made the aMidavit, which fact 
makes the delinquency of 1892 and the result- 
ing suit the more remarkable when it is un- 
derstood that the company could * 1 have 
compromised by making the aMdavit even 
after the suit was brought. 


The Wood-Maad Milling Co. is a local cor- 
poration that ie erated a large corn-meal 
mill at 988 North Main street until Jan. 9 of 
this year, when their plant was 
destroyed Dy fire. Their loss on that occa- 
sion was $200,000, covered by only $75,000 
worth of insurance. The reason the iasur- 
ance was so small was dus to the fact that 
the buildings were only a year or 
two old, having been bullt after a 
fre that destroyed the company’s 
mill two years ago. The officers of the 
company are George M. Flanagan, Presi- 
dent; T. J. Sullivan, Vice- -President, and 
Horace Ghiselin, Secretary. Mr. Flanagan 
was in consultation with insurance adjusters 
and could not be seen. Mr. su livan, 
however, seemed quite surprised when 
he heard the charter had deen 
annulled. It must have been due to an 
oversight’’ he said, **but I Know nothing 
about the matter.’

Markham and Di- 
rector-General De Young—How. the 
Enterprise Was Conceived and Car- 
ried to Perfection~Descriptions ot 
Some of the Principal Structures. 


Saw Francisco, Cal., Jan. 27.—The Califor- 
nia International Midwinter Exposition 
opened at noon to-day and San Francisco 
celebrated the greatest holiday in her exist- 
ence. Her streets were gally decorated; 
flags and banners were fying from the 
thousands of staffs. The ships in the harbor 
were adorned with the standards of many 


nations. 
Gov. Markham has declared Jan. 27 a legal 


holiday throughout the State, and the day 
was observed as such. In San Francisco all 
the Danks and business houses closed and 
everybody was free to go out to the Fair 


Grounds. Thousands of people were here 
from all parts ofthe Paciffe Coast and the 
hotels and streets were crowded with 
strangers.

i GOV. MARKHAM’S ADDRESS, 

Gov. Markham,in his speech, welcomed 
the people to the Fairand extended to the 
strangers from other sections of the country 
the freedom ofthe entire State. The Gov- 


ernor said, although California was the first 
State in the Union toappropriate money for 
anexhibitatthe World’s Fair in Chicago, 
and although herexhibitthere was wonder- 
fuland complete, yet many Californians 
who visited the Colambian Exhibition were 
forcibly impressed with the fact that it was 
utterly impossible to transplant California 
to Chicago: and while our building and its 
contents and our various exhibits in many 
departments excited admiration and con- 
gratulation, Californians knew that the real 
Oalifornia was not there. It was then and 
there determined that California should have 
an international exposition and she was 
the only State that had the 
men, money and enterprise to attempt such 
a gigantic undertaking, and that, too,amidst 
this great business depression, and without 
Onancial aid from the general Government 
or assistance fromthe State, depending en- 
tirely upon private subscriptions to accom- 

lish this work. But the true Californian 

nows not fear or fallare. Hels the ideal 
American. He is not only proud of his own 
State, Dut he is emphatically proud of this 
great American Republic. He rejoices that 
he breathes the pure air of American free- 
dom, and ne is full of American enterprise 
and American Intelligence. 

‘*‘lam, therefore, sure, sald Gov. Mark- 
ham, that I do but give expression to the 
sentiment in every mind whenlI say, that as 
we behold this splendid exposition, the con- 
summation of the labors and exertions of 
Colifornia’s citizens, we have just reason to 
feel proud of the nerve, energy and persist- 
ence which our deople generally, and the 
managers of the Mid-Winter Fair in par- 
ticular, have displayed in the production 
and completion of this magnificent enter- 
prise. 

MR. DE YOUNG'S REMARKS. 

Director-General De Young spoke of the ob- 
stacles encountered at the inception of the 
enterprise and told how they had been over- 


come. He sald: The world has turned her 
eyes towards us and our growing State has 
been the subject of discussion at millions of 
firesides, If we gono further than we have 
to-day it has been a paying investment. We 
possess One of the most wonderful States in 
the Union, a State with unlimited resources, 
atState with 88.000,000 acres of arable land 
of which but one-tenth is cultivated, which 
one-tenth has placed us as the leading horti- 
cultural State inthe Union, and which will, 
with increased development, produce the 
greatest empire, State or country on the face 
ofthe globe. With 30,000,000 acres yet unde- 
veloped what we want is population 
and capital; population to develop 
our unimproved land and capital to assist it. 
What will bring it? Not one movement or 
one effort, but many. Therecan be but one 
result to this Exposition, and that is an in- 
crease in our population and an increase in 
our capital; for people and capitalists only 
have to learn where to invest to take advan- 
tage of the opportunity. By this Exposition 
we wlll have 1 to show to thou 
sands of people who have never been within 
our borders before by ocular demonstration 
the resources and capabilities of our State. 


COXCEPTION OF THE ENTERPRISE. 

The Midwinter Fair is a direct result of the 
Chicago Columbian Fair. M. H. De Young, 
National Commissioner to the World's Fair, 
last June conceived the idea ofa midwinter 
fair for San Francisco. The suggestion was 
received here with enthusiasm and ,imme- 
diately committees of citizens were ap- 
pointed to make the necessary arrangements. 
On July 10, 1898, Golden Gate Park was se- 
lected as a site for the fair and on Au- 


gust 4 ground was broken for the 
enterprise in the presence of nearly 

1 people, the largest crowd 
ever gathered together onthe Pacific Coast. 
The citizens of San Francisco and California 
at large subscribed liberally the necessary 
funds and over $500,000 was raised in this 
manner. Atfirst only sixty acres of land 
was set aside by the Park Commissioners for 
the fair, Dut the magnitude of the enterprise 
began todawnon the people here and the 
space was soon increased to 160 acres. The 
half dosen buildings at first contemplated 
have increased in number to nearly 100, all 
large, substantial structures. 

The progress made in eregting the build- 
ingsand putting the grounds in shape was 
even more marvelous than that in Chicago 
during the big Fairthere. Five months ago 
this 100 aere tract in Golden Gate Park wass 
sandy Waste on which was a thick growth of 
eucaiyptus trees and shrubbery. To-day 
that tract is covered with massive buildings 
and alive with semi-tropical verdure. Hun- 
areas of palm trees, flowering plants and 
vines make a beautiful setting for the struct- 
ures, which are largely of Oriental design.

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_ ‘DIFFICULT TO MAKB. 


Regulations Confirming the Recommend- 
ations of the Behring Sea Tribunal. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 27.—As the time 
approaches for putting into force the regula- 
tions to protect seal life in Behring Sea, it 
becomes more evident that it will be difficult 
to make regulations in conformity with 
the recommendations of the Behring 
Sea Tribunal. The condition is that the 
United States and Great Britain, even by 
agreement and co-operation, cannot protect 


seallife beyond the three-mile limit of the 
land and the islands, except against their 
own citizens under their own flag. 

Most of the depredations inthe past have 
been committed under the British fag by 
Canadian sealers. This can be put a stop to, 
but if the Uanadian sealers can sall under the 
Corean flag, orthatof any other nation not 
a party to the agreement, they cannot be 
prevented from pursuing pelagic sealing. 
Neither can the citizens of nations nota 
party to the agreement be molested. 

The main task in the preparation of regu- 
lations is, therefore, the securing of agree- 
ments from other nations not to allow flags 
to be used to protect depredators. The labors 
of Secretary Gresham and Sir Julian Paunce. 
forte, British Ambassador, are believed to 
be directed to that end. 

Russia and Japan are believed to have al- 
ready expressed their willingness to co- 
operate in the measuresto protect seal life 
in 1 Sea. Whether consent of any 
other nations have been secured cannot be 
ascertained. 

There is a vast deal of detall to be arranged 
in the perfection ofthe regulations, such as 
defining the zones of the sea about islands 
within the three-mile limit over whieh the 
United States bas absolute jurisdiction. 80 
there is reason for doubt whether the regula- 
tions can be perfected before the sealing 
season opens.

Promptness in contributing, 
therefore, so that the whole fund will be 
available for continuous work, is of the 
utmost importance.

A SECTIONAL COMBINE, 


It is reported from Washington that the 
fate of the Wilson bill has been rendered 
extremely uncertain by the decision of the 
Democratic caucus toadd an income-tax 
clause to its internal revenue provisions. 
The Democratic members of the House 
from the States of Massachusetts, Rhode 
Island, Connecticut, New York, New 
Jersey and Pennsylvania are said to be de- 
termined to defeat the income tax, if they 
have to endanger or even defeat the WII- 
son bill to accomplish their purpose. 

The East has accused the West and South 
of raising sectional issues. It has depre- 
cated all tendency towards drawing a 
political line between the Northeastern 
Statesand the remainder of the country. 
Western and Southern Democrats have 
been rebuked by their Eastern brethren 
for suggesting that the Western and 
Southern States should combine to protect 
their interests against the influential 
money-power of the Northeastern States. 
They have been given severe lectures 
on the folly of sectionalism and the 
necessity of patriotic harmony. Let 
the first attempt of the Democratic party 
to pass a Democratic measure which 
touches the interests of the dominant ele- 
ment in the Northeast is met by a section- 
al combine of Northeastern Congressmen, 
who threaten to revalt and endanger the 
success of the Democratic administration 
and the future of the party. In order to 
protect the wealth of the Northeast from 
its fair share of taxation the Eastern Dem- 
ocrats declare that they will stand in the 
way of the principal object for which the 
Democracy was intrusted with the Govern- 
ment and will compel the violation of the 
pledge upon which their party gained the 
support of the people. 

It all the demagogues with which the 
West and South have been afflicted should 
be given free rein for @ decade 
they could not produce a tenth of 
the strength of sectional feeling which 
will be caused by this proposed 
combination of Hastern representatives. 
It is the raising of the sectional issue in its 
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astern politics 
tatives controls 
national legislation and the policy of the 
Government. The West and South 
complain that the East has ab- 
sorbed their wealth through pluto- 
cratic legislation. Western and Southern 
Democrats accuse the Eastern Democracy 
of being underthe domination of pluto- 
cratic influences which are inimical to the 
welfare of the people.

FRIENDLY RECEIVERSHIPS. 

Mr. Thomas C. Platt has been confirmed 
as receiver ofthe New York & New En- 
gland Railroad. This is said to bea ‘‘vic- 
tory’’ for the management as against the 
creditors, as Mr. Platt is friendly to the 
management—in fact, he was one of the 
directors who got the road into trouble. 

Mr. Platt is President of the United States 
Express Co. ,and when he went into theNew 
England directory he turned out the Amer- 
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hican Express and gave the contract to his 


own company at a loss of §96,000 a year to 
the road. But he is a‘‘friendly’’ receiver, 
determined to ‘‘keep the road together,’’ 
and the Federal Court acquiesces in con- 
firming the robber in the possession of the 
booty. 

Friendly receiverships are the order of 
the day. The Reading, Atchison, Union 
Pacific, Northern Pacific—in fact all the 
bankrupt roads—are in possession of the 
owners who were guilty of fraud or mis- 
management. Thecreditors are deceived 
with assurances of great prosperity until 
the last moment, when, everything is 
fixed. The President and Directors call 
upon a United States Judge, stealthily, in 
the middle of the night, like so many con- 
spirators, and he grants them all they ask. 

The history of New Tork & New 
England will serve to illustrate how these 
rascals accumulate millions of other peo- 
ple’s earnings. Jan. 1, 1884, a receiver 
was appointed. At that time the road was 
capitalized for $33,386,000. The interest 
could not be met anda ‘‘friendly’’ re- 
ceiver took possession, Then the road 
was reorganized with stocks and bonds 
amounting to $37,220,600. The mana- 
gers assumed obligations amount- 
ing to $4,000,000 more than those on 
which they failed, and this most amazing 
proceeding was sanctioned by the Court. 

Now the game is to be played again. The 
over-issue of capital has been unloaded at 
a good round price, the company defaults 
and at the solicitation of the men who 
committed the outrage a United States 
judge issues a license to Mr. Platt to com- 
plete the plunder and reorganizeon the 
old plan. 

The New England story is the story of 
nearly every other railway receivership. 
The successive stages are plentiful water- 
ing, default and reorganization, and with 
each repetition of the tale comes a larger 
claim upon the resources of the country 
represented by unearned stock and bonds 
issued by the bandits’ fiat. These trans- 
actions will account for the greater part of 
the hard times. They show what becomes 
of the earnings of industry. They givea 
clew to the whereabouts of the toilers’ 
missing wealth. 2

City Counselor Marshall Addresses the 
Meeting on the City’s Power ia the 
Premises—Mr. Verris Presents Blue 
Prints of the Edison Co.’s Plaue 
Committee Appointed. 


The wide interest felt in devising some 
method for putting electric wires under 
ground sbowed itself conspicuously yester- 
day in the call by Mayor Walbridge of a 
meeting in his office at 2 p. m. ofall members 
of the Board of Public Improvements, City 
Counselor Marshall, Supervisor of Electric 
Lighting Marshall, Councilmen Franklin 
Ferriss, Albert Arnstein, Sylvester PF. Keyes 
and Delegates Wm. O’Brien, Wm. C. Ed- 
wards, James A, Dacey, George Sipple, M.- 
J. Casey, J. W. Murphy and Henry Alt, the 
members of the Council and House Commit- 
teeson Public Improvements, and Delegate 
Matthew Ryan, whose municipal subway bill 
is now before the Municipal Assembly. Mayor 
Walbridge presided. The meeting was held 
behind closed doors. 

THE MAYOR'S REMARKS. 

»The time has come, said the Mayor, 
when the subject of putting arc electric 
wires under ground must be met and met so 
as to guard ail the various interests at stake, 
including the city’s. This meeting is a con- 
gregation of those gentlemen in municipal 
office who must solve the question. 

The talk became general and informal. 
Almost unanimous sentiment favored the 
municipal subway idea. It was believed 
that in no other way could the interests of 
taxpayers be so well guarded. Then came 
the question of means, It was suggested that 
bids be advertised fer for building the conduit 
with a guarantee that the city would lease it 
and eventually purchase it. 

City Counselor Marshall said that it was 
true that the city had already bonded itself 
to the limits provided in its charter, but he 
knew of no legal objection tothe city’s enter- 
ing into an agreement with a second party 
to construct a conduit or subway which it 
would lease with the privileve of purchas- 
ing. 

Then the question of forcing the wires into 
the subway or conduit if built was taken up. 
Mr. Marshall said that this was no longer a 
question for serious consideration since the 
decision of the United States Supreme 
Court in the case of the Western 
Union Telegraph Co. on March 


6, 1893, upon which rehearing was denied 
May 13. ‘This decision grew outof an at- 
tempt on the part of the city of St. Louis to 
regulate Western Union poles. The decision 
was to the effect that every city derives 
power under its charter to regulate the uses 
to which its streets should be put. The word 
**reguiate’’ was interpreted in thecelebrated 
Ogden case as meaning to provide and en- 
force rules and terms and conditions, and 
Inasmuch as the legislature of the city can 
change these rules when it sees fit, it is 
within the power of che legislature (the 
Municipal Assembly) to make a change which 
shall limit the use ofthe streets for the 
stringing Of wires to that portion of the 
street which is underneath the pavement. 
Attention was now turned to the best torm 
of receptacle for wires. A large general sub- 
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favored. At this point Supervisor of Electric 
Lighting O’Rellly was called on to state 
whether it was an electrical possibility to 
piace all kinds of wires ina general conduit. 
He sald it was. It was Deing done with ex- 
cellent results. Sewer Commissioner South- 
ard said Wilson Primm, who was next to 
Chief Electrician Barrettin authority at the 
World's Fair, had told bim it was being done 
at Chicago and was perfectly practicable,

CRITICIZED THE BOARD. 


Public Improvement Ordinanoes 
cussed by the House Committee. 


The methods of the Board of Public Im- 
provements in ordering the reconstruction 
of streets with a specified material were 
seriously called into question ata meeting of 
the Committee on Public Improvements of 
the House yesterday afternoon. 

Several ordinances approved by the 
for reconstructing streets and 
with vitrified brick were be- 


fore the committee and several 
property owners were present to protest. 

Petitions were submitted in one or two 
cases to show that the owners representing 
a majority of front feet in the biock were 
opposed to vitrified brick. 

Chairman W. II. O’Brien said: We have 
got to call a halt to this method of proceed - 
ure. It appears the Board of Public Im- 
provements gives the property owners a 
public hearing on the question of improve- 
ment and then on fits own motion designates 
the kind of material to be used and embodies 
itin the ordinance sent us, irrespective of 
the desires or rights ofthe property owners 
in the premises. In my opinion the property 
owners are entitied toa hearing on this sub- 
ject as well as onthe bare question of im- 
provement, and ifthe board does not give it 
this committee should. We represent a 
branch of the legislative body of the 
city and are supposed to use our best judg- 
ment and discretion in acting on these 
matters. Weare not bound to accept biind- 
folded every ordinance sent here by the 
Board of Public Improvements. 

‘‘Here area number of ordinances calling 
for the reconstruction of alleys with vitrified 
brick. This tsa departure from limestone 
andavery expensive innovation and what 
is worse, an experiment. Property owners 
do not want vitrified brick alleys and in my 
opinion the Board has no right to force them 
to pay forthe experiment. The experience 
of other cities has proved that this brick is 
no good as a paving material for streets and 
we do not want to experiment with it. I 
suggest that all these ordinances calling for 
vitrifed brick be referred back to the 
Board. 

Delegate Alt suggested that the property 
owners first be giten a hearing before the 
committee on the subject. 

The suggestion was adopted and the con- 
sideration~f the ordinances laid over. 

The committee also took up the considera- 
tion of approving the boiler contract let to 
the National Water Tube Boller Co. of New 
Jersey 

Mr. nun Rohan and John O’Brien appeared 
before the committee and explained the dim 
culties of the local manufacturers in bidding 
on these contracts under existing laws.

It Cuts an Important Figure in a Case 
on Trial. 

The case of Eysell against Holt is on trial in 
Judge Dillon’s Court again to-day. Yester- 
day afternoon’s proceedings in this case 
were remarkable for the intro 
duction of somewhat novel test! 
mony. Assistant Weather Observer 
D, J. Herncon was the expert and 


he gave detailed testimony as to the charac- 
ter of the weather between Oct. 28, 1891, and 
March 31, 1892, within which period 
Mr. Eysell bullt a house for Mr. 
and Mrs. Holt. The defense made to 
Eysell’s claim for money due was 
that the work was done improperly and not 
within the agreed space of time. Mr. Hern- 
don was subpcnaed to prove that the 
weather was such that steady work was an 
impossibility. Mr. Herndon had the 
Weather Bureau records with him, 
and read the record of rainfall in November 
and December, 1891, and January, February 
and March, 1892. The period was one in which 
rain felloften and heavily, according to the 
registration book. The lawyers then had 
Mr. Herndon give the maximum, 
minimum and mean temperature of the days 
within the same period within which the 
mean temperature was below freezing point.
